Adventure games for computers date 
back to the early days of simple text 
appearing on screens. There are still 
text-only adventures, but some also 
come with graphics to a greater or 
lesser extent. 


I prefer these, because the thing 
that links a/77 well-written adventures 
is that you should feel involved, and 
care about the progress of the 
character, or characters you play in 
the game. And don't get the idea that 
all Adventures are ‘Lord of the Rings' 
or 'Sword and Sorcery' epics as many 
are not. 


The usual way of things is that, 
upon starting the game, you discover 
there is a quest of some sort for you 
to pursue, and you type in actions and 
questions to get on with it. To keep 
track of what's going on and where you 
are, you may need to draw a map and 
perhaps keep notes as you go. 


To avoid some frustration, it is a 
good idea to save your game position 
from time to time. A _ well-designed 
game will allow this. In effect, this 
ensures that if your character finds 


him or herself in an undesirable (or 
even terminal!) position, you can 
resume play without going right back 
to the beginning. 

Most adventures are available 


either as Public Domain programs or at 
low cost. WoW Software, who you will 
find have advertised elsewhere in this 
issue, carry a huge range for CPCs 
(tape and/or disc) and some PCW 
computers (3" disc only, but you could 
ring them to check). Other suppliers 
can provide for other computers. 


If you've never tried this sort of 
thing and fancy that your intellect 
runs a little ahead of that darned 
hedgehog, give adventuring a try. It 
need not cost a lot and you may find a 
whole new area of interest. 


Next month I will suggest some 
games which are suitable for beginners 
of various ages.

The LAW/ERS PCW CLUB 


The Lawyers PCW Club exists to support users of word processors and computers 
(PCWs, but also PCs using Locoscript) within the legal profession. Lawyers often 
find different, specialist uses for their computers - I hope to use this column to 
include some edited articles from our Newsletter which may be useful to non-lawyers 
too. 


Many members particularly value the ‘insert text' facility. This will insert one 
document into another. E.g. you type in an addressee's name and address into one 
file with an appropriate name, then finish editing and return to the disc management 
screen. Create your new file (e.g a letter), press f7 in Locoscript 1, fi in 
Locoscript 2, or f9 in Locoscript Professional and select 'insert text'. The Disc 
Management screen now appears. Move over your file in the usual way, and press ENTER 
twice. 


This is a very good method for inserting a name and address in a standard letter. 
(e.g. a lawyer might use this to acknowledge a Form 53), or perhaps a clause into a 
Will (e.g clauses for maintenance and advancement re: infant) or other document. The 
disc containing the file to be inserted must be in the disc drive as well as the 
disc you are working on - so you may prefer to create your letter etc on drive M in 
Locoscript 2 so that you can change discs as you work. Remember to copy from Drive M 
to disc afterwards. 


For full benefit, you need to be rather systematic with your discs, and keep 
different details in different groups on the disc; one group may be for addresses, 
another for standard paragraphs, and perhaps another to create your letters in which 
you will use these addresses/paragraphs. 


Similar facilities are available in many other word processors.
